Continental and Commercial National 
bank of Chicago, pointed out recently 
that it was impossible for Europe to con- 
tinue paying tis in gold, the old medium 
of international exchange. 
If Europe 


sufficiently increases its exports to this 
country to overbalance its imports from 
us. it will in the long run automatically 
remove .the necessity for settling a bal- 
ance in gold flowing this way. And if 
Europe gets back on a gold basis the ten- 
dency to send gold and empty the re- 
serves will disappear. 


It will be to the interest of the United 


States in a business way not only to en- 
courage imports—an end which certain- 
ly does not point to the means of exces- 
sive tariffs—but to assist in-European sta- - 
bilization so that some of the excess gold 
will be needed and sought after as re- 
serves back of currency. Carried far 
enough, our business could be drowned in 
our own golden flood.

Public officials and the press of Tokio 


are discussing, in much suspicion, the 
plans of Great Britain to make "Singa- 
pore the Gibraltar of the Pacific" and of 
the United States to spend more than a 
billion dollars for military defenses in 
Hawaii and along the Pacific coast. Ja- 
pan views the proposed works as viola- 
tions of the spirit of the Washington 
a/ms covenant. 


Taking the Orient as a whole, which, 


includes China and Eastern Russia, it is 
undergoing striking development, and 
there is no way of foretelling what extra, 
ordinary events may emanate from these 
fundamental changes. The United States 
is aiming solely at preserving peace wher- 
ever possible, if necessary.

Exercise that does not make you warm around the 


collar and start the sweat, is not likely to do you 
much good. The perspiration carries no appreciable 
poison or waste from the body as the dilettantes 
would have it", but the degree of exertion required 
to produce the perspiration has a wholesome in- 
fiuer.ce on metabolism, increasing the oxygenation 
of tho tissues and incidentally the destruction of 
waste matter in the blood.

Soon- or 
late these autointoxicated individuals get the obses- 
sion that they need a "nerve tonic."

I say two miles of walking three times a day 
or six miles a day is about the normal requisite 
amount of exercise for the average man or woman 
as a health preserver. Any other form of general 
open air exercise would bo quite as effective, I sup- 
pose.

cricket, boxing, •wrestling, running gymnasium work 
with and without apparatus and ordinary setting up 
exercises are good substitutes. But the trouble with 
all of these substitutes is that few persons can or 
will take them reguarly every day throughout the 
year.

but, a milk bottle in order to be kept sanitary, should first be rinsed with 
cold water, then it is ready to wash in hot water. There is a certain amount 
of milk sugar, lime and casein in milk, whi.ch when standing in bottles 
partly full, and air getting in contact with it will adhere to the sides, and 
if placed in hot water before these substances have been loosened up, these 
substances will melt so to say,and adhere to the sides that only a very 
strong solution will take them off. They gather in size of pinheads .and 
smaller and is a combination of milk sugar, lime and casein, sometimes 
called milkstone. Xow if every housewife, (and we know all women are 
proud of being a good housekeeper) will just do this little stunt of rinsing 
the milk bottle in"cold water soon as it is empty, even if the}- aren't washed 
in hot water immediately thereafter, but. the rinsing in cold water will 
loosen the so-called particals of silkstone, and then when washed in hot 
water will leave a bottle nice and shiny clean, without any of these specks 
of milkstone visible, and assist the milk dealers greatly in delivering milk 
in a sanitary container. Again, there is a State law in our statute book 
which prohibits the use of a milk bottle for anything else but milk, and al- 
so that milk bottles must be reeturncd to the distributor soon as'it is empty 
and as soon as the distributor calls for another delivery, which means daily 
returns of empties, to keep them from contamination.
